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Schaumburg, Wheeling lead area 
Serious crime jump here ahead of rest of U.S.

Serious crimo in the Northwest sub- 


urbs rose sharply in 1074, exceeding na- 
tionwide suburban crime rate Increases 
reported this week by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Invcatigation. 


A comparison of police 
statistics 


showed Tuesday that Schaumburg and 
Wheeling — with major-crime Increases 
of 54 and 53 per cent, respectively — led 
the Northwest suburbs in crime rises. 
According to the FBI report, suburbs 
across the nation experienced a 20 per 
cent rise In crime during 1974. 


Elk Grovo Village, Palatine, Buffalo 


Grove and Hoffman Estates also ex- 
perienced crime increases higher than 
the W per cent national figure for the 
suburbs reported by I ho FBI. 


Those reporting increases of less than 


20 per cent were Arlington Heights, DCS 
Plaines, Mount Prospect and Rolling 
Meadows. 


Total crime rise In the 10 Northwest 


suburbs compared with 1073 was 27.9 per 
cent. 


The totals reflect a nationwide pattern 


of major crimes — murder, rape, rob- 
bery, aggravated assault, burglary, lar- 
ceny and auto theft — migrating from 
the Inner city to the suburbs. 


WHILE IlKI'OUTS of murder, rape 


and robbery remained low In the North- 
west suburbs, burglary and theft In- 
creased In 1974 and contributed

In their yearly report, Schaumburg po- 


lice officials reported a 54 per cent rise 
in serious crime. Incidents went up from 
1,543 in 1973 to 2,381 last year. 


In Wheeling, serious crime rose 53 per 


cent, with 1,019 incidents in 1974 com- 
pared with 664 the year before. 


Elk Grove Village reported a 51.7 per 


cent increase in serious crime, with 663 
reported Incidents In 1973 compared with 
1,006 in 1974. 


Palatine had a 47.6 per cent Increase 


on the basis of 1,327 reported incidents 
last year compared with 899 in 1973. 


Buffalo Grove reported a 37.6 per cent 


increase in serious crime, with 710 re- 
•ported incidents in 1974 compared with 
516 in 1973. 


And Hoffman Estates reported 621 in- 


cidents in 1974 compared with 464 in- 
cidents a year earlier for an increase of 
33.8 per cent.

Plaines residents who attended Monday's 
public hearing on the facility by the 
EPA, Kcnna said the objectors "were 
acting like fascists."

ress on the plant, but Hofert said he did 
not feel the village would have grounds 
for any kind of damage suit. 


Village Prcs. Charles Zcttck cautioned

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Chairman Al 


Ullman of tho House Ways and Means 
Committee said Tuesday he may propose 
a "trigger" mechanism to increase the 
gasoline tax as part of on energy bill his 
committee Is considering. 


Up to now, the measure before tho 


committee has suggested on automatic 
raise in the gas tax. The proposal, drawn 
up mostly by Ullman, is for the present 
four-cent tax to be raised by seven cents 
Jan. 1, and by additional steps to a 37- 
ccnt increase March 31,1980. 


Putting the tax under a trigger, set on 


some economic factor indicative of re- 
covery from recession, could bo the sort 
of compromise that will gain the over-all 
bill some support. 


A House Democratic task force sug- 


gested a tax increase of five cents, with- 
out an economic trigger mechanism. Tho 
Senate task force had a trigger tied to 
some recovery from unemployment lev- 
els. 
"ORIGINALLY, Ullman proposed start- 
Ing at fivo cents and reaching a 40-ccnt 
increase In 1979. But he has had trouble 
gathering support on his own committee 
for that rate. And 101 members of Con- 
gress wrote Ullman before the Easter re- 
cess, opposing any increase in gasoline 
taxes. 


Ullman, who broke up his Easter vaca- 


tion to return to Washington for some 
work Tuesday told UPI, "Wo ore think- 
ing about a trigger formula for the gaso- 
line tax, so wo can get post the hurdles 
and roadblocks that arc being thrown at 
us." 


Ho said the Idea is for "some kind of 


price-economic-scarcity trigger." Ho did 
not elaborate except to say the trigger 
could bo based on available supply, or 
how much prices change or how much 
tho economy recovers. One possibility is 
"to have options to let us stop short of 
the 37 cents," ho said.

Local statistics show murder, rape and 


robbery to be very low or nonexistent in 
some communities while burglaries and 
thefts rose sharply over-all. 


Statistics released Monday showed 


serious crime in the United States In- 
creased 17 per cent in 1974, possibly an 
all-time high yearly increase. 


Chicago recorded an 11.8 per cent In- 


crease in 1974 over 1973 while Rockford's 
rate shot up nearly 22 per cent Peoria, 
the state's third-largest city, had an in- 
crease in serious crime of 5.7 per cent. 


The FBI is expected to release a report 


in July or August giving a more com- 
plete statistical breakdown of all munici- 
palities reporting.

Richard J. Daley, the last of the big 


city bosses, won a landslide victory Tues- 
day night for re-election to an unprece- 
dented sixth term as mayor of Chicago. 


The 72-year-old Democratic power bro- 


ker and kingmaker overwhelmed John J. 
Hocllcn, 60, the last incumbent Republi- 
can alderman left in Chicago — a lame 
duck who at one time tried to get out of 
the race. 


With most of the returns in, Daley was 


coasting along with close to 80 per cent 
of the vote — Indication that he was pull- 
ing strength from practically all parts of 
the city. 


Returns from 3,025 of Chicago's 3,146 


precincts showed Daley with 524,111 
votes, Hoollon with 133,735 and Willie 


Mac Reid, candidate of the Socialist 
Workers Party, with 16,365. 


It figures to bo ono of the greatest — if 


not the greatest — victories of the man 
who has ruled Chicago for two decades. 


Hocllcn said, "It's obvious the City Hall 


machine was never more powerful and 
the Republicans have been in disarray. 
I'm going to ride off into tho political 
sensct." 


Tho Daley sweep entrenched his role 


as ono of the most powerful voices in the 
inner councils of the national Democratic 
party, a perch which has been wobbly 
since the riots of tho 1968 Democratic 
convention in Chicago and the barring of 
his delegation from the 1072 convention. 


Daley pulled it off despite an in- 


capacitating stroke suffered last sum- 
mer, federal prosecution of some of his 


closest associates, and charges that Chi- 
cago police had been spying on his politi- 
cal foes, including Hoellcn, and that he 
had used his clout to advance the for- 


• tunes of sons. 


Daley fairly brushed off the charges 


and coasted through the election, hardly 
bothering to campaign. The real decision 
had come Feb. 25 when he faced the first 
primary challenge of his reign and beat 
three strong challengers with 58 per cent 
of the Democratic vote. 


The only surprise came in runoff elec- 


tions for eight aldcrmanlc posts. The out- 
come had been expected to entrench Da- 
ley Democrats in 47 of the 50 Democratic 
seats, but late Tuesday night n lone Re- 
publican was an apparent winner in a 
North Side ward. 


That would give the Republicans ex- 


actly one alderman, one belter than the 
zero which had been anticipated since 
Hocllcn lost the ward ho had represented 
for 28 years in the Feb. 25 election. 


That defeat to abashed Hocllen that he 


declared he wanted no more part of run- 
ning against Daley. Republican bigwigs 
persuaded him to change his mind, point- 
ing out that without an active GOP can- 
didate in the race tho party might be 
barred from the next mayoral election. 


Hocllen put up a feisty but hopeless 


fight. His support by Chicago's Republi- 
can establishment was such that of the 
$!)4,1G8 raised for his campaign more 
than half of it — $46,259 — came from 
the pocket of John J. Hoellen. 


Daley had close to $1 million in cam- 


paign funding to play with in what may 
or may not have been his last hurrah.

SAIGON (UPI) — Tank-led North Viet-

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 27-year- 


old rule requiring young American men 
to register for the draft within a month 
of their 18th birthdays was abolished 
Tuesday. Selective Service officials said 
it will soon be replaced by a once-a-year 
registration system. 


A spokesman said exact details remain 


to be worked out and will be announced 
later in the year, with the first mass reg- 
istration in early 1976. 


"The requirement lo register is still in 


full force and effect and only the method 
of registration will be changed," empha- 


sized Selective Service System Director 
Byron V. Pepltone. 


When the draft ended there was con- 


cern that young men either would not 
know about — or would intentionally ig- 
nore — the registration law. But Pcpi- 
tone- said the agency registered more 18- 
year-olds last year than the Census Bu- 
reau thought were alive. 


But another Selective Service official 


said "we've been having somewhat of a 
problem getting young men to register in 
a timely fashion." 


The old system required men to sign 


up within a period 30 days before to 30 


days after their eighteenth birthdays. 


The officials said it was hoped that a 


once-a-year registration, held amid con- 
siderable hoopla and publicity, would be 
easier for the registrants and cheaper for 
the government. 


Officials have been debating whether 


to use high schools, courthouses, or pol- 
ling places for the registration. They also 
have to decide how many days to devote 
to registration. 


The law gives the President the right 


to prescribe the registration system by 
proclamation. The present system has 
been used since 1948.

•WASHINGTON (UPI) — The petrol- 
cum Industry reported Tuesday that 
America's reserves of oil and natural 
gas fell sharply in 1974 despite major 
price increases. 


Production from natural gas wells also 


declined — the first major drop recorded 
in this area since 1946 — and petroleum 
production fell off for the fourth straight 
year, Industry representatives said. 


Production is the amount of oil or gas 


pumped out of the ground. Reserves is 
the amount believed to remain in the 
ground under conditions that make pro- 
duction economical. 


Both the natural gas report and the oil 


report underscore America's urgent need 
to step up the search for new petroleum 
discoveries, particularly off the Atlantic 
coast and in other previously unexplored 
areas, industry officials said in a Wash- 
ington seminar where the 1974 figures 
were released. ' 


The American Petroleum Institute said 


the United States used one billion barrels 
more of domestic oil than was discovered 
during 1974, cutting the reserves from a 
1973 year-end figure of 35.3 billion bar- 
rels to a new level of 34,25 billion bar- 
rels. 
' The API said production in 1974 was 
estimated at 8.2 million barrels per day. 
Domestic production has been sinking 
steadily since 1970, when it reached an 
all-time high of 9.09 million barrels per 
day. 


The American Gas Association said re- 


serves of scarce domestic natural gas de- 
clined 5 per cent during 1974, the sixth 
such decline in the last seven years. It 
said proven reserves at the end of 1974 
were estimated at 237.1 trillion cubic 
feet, compared with 250 trillion a year 
earlier. 


Production of natural gas dropped by 


nearly 6 per cent to 72 trillion cubic feet 
from a 1973 level of 21.3 trillion, the asso- 
ciation reported. 


"Except for a negligible drop in 1958, 


this was the first significant production 
decline reported by the AGA since the 
association began estimating natural gas 
reserves in 1946," an association official 
said. 


Officials said it was too soon for the 


price hikes of late 1973 and 1974 to show 
any payoff in increased production. 


Data released by the Petroleum In- 


stitute showed crude oil prices caused 
the first major upturn in new well drill- 
ing since 1956. 


FDA orders warning labels 
placed on microwave ovens 


• WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Food and 
Drug Administration Tuesday ordered 
warning labels placed on newly manufac- 
tured microwave ovens to protect users 
from excessive radiation. 


The final order is not as sweeping as 


Consumers Union, tho group which peti- 
tioned for the rule, had requested. But 
the FDA said it felt the new precautions 
would be adequate to prevent injury 
through misuse or from faulty equip- 
ment. 


The table, which would have to be per- 


manently attached to all microwave 
ovens turned out after next Oct. 3, will 


read: "Precautions for safe use to avoid 
possible exposure to excessive micro- 
wave energy. Do not attempt to operate 
this oven with: a) object caught in door; 
b) door that does not close properly; c) 
damaged door, hinge, latch, or sealing 
surface." 


Currently such information is required 


only in instruction manuals. 


"Although microwave ovens have had 


a good safety record, it is prudent to 
take suitable precaution against possible 
misuse or damaged equipment," said 
FDA Commissioner Dr. Alexander M. 
Schmidt.

Computer Psychometric Affiliates 
Inc. raises grave questions about 
t ho spendinc procedures of the 
state of Illinois. 


Computer Psychometric, as re- 


ported In The Herald, received $1 
million from the state over three 
years, despite evaluations of its 
work that raised questions about 
its development of n computer- 
scored test for children with learn- 
ing disabilities. 


The company received the mon- 


ey through the backing of State 
Rep. Thomas 
Hannhnn, 
D-Mc- 


Henry, who repeatedly sponsored 
funds for the company's projects. 
The General Assembly even suc- 
ceeded in overriding n veto by Gov. 
Daniel \Vulkcr In December to gain 
funds. 


Officials in the state education 


office, when It was under State 
School Supt. Michael Dakalls, had 
doubts alx>ut Computer Psychome-

trie, but apparently felt themselves 
helpless to take any action. As a 
result, no financial audit was ever 
performed to assure that funds 
were spent properly. 


State School Supt. Joseph Cronin 


now has raised questions about 
continuing the contract this year 
with the $611,000 contained in the 
education office budget. Last week 
the state board of education au- 
thorized him to do what he thought 
best about the contract, and he 
said lie will try to negotiate a con- 
tract for less than $200,000. Such a 
step will ensure the state will re- 
ceive Its return on its investment. 


Cronin's action and the state 


board's decision to give him a free 
hand are good first steps in this 
complicated and shabby affair. 
However, General Assembly mem- 
bers, particularly the House Edu- 
cation Committee, should become 
involved in investigating the com- 
pany's past contracts to try to de- 
termine who profited from that $1 
million. 


In addition, it is not too late for a 


financial audit of the firm, con- 
ducted cither at the request of the 
education office or the General As- 
sembly. 


If there is a lesson from the 


whole Computer Psychometric af- 
fair, it is that the state needs to 
exert more control over the tax- 
payers' money, even when the 
companies receiving it have legis- 
lative sponsorship. 


Campaign reform periled 


Nomination of scrutiny committee attacked as 4too political'

WASHINGTON — Political reform 


is said to be easy to conceive, diffi- 
cult to enact and all but Impossible 
to enforce. We shall soon sec if that 
is true about campaign financing in 
this country. 


The 1974 campaign reform law, a 


direct If belated response to the polit- 
ical financing abuses uncovered in 
the Watergate and associated scan- 
dals of the recent past, was based on

t\vo main premises. 


The first was that political fund- 


raising had gotten so far out of con- 
trol that private funds should be 
eliminated in general election cam- 
paigns for president and brought un- 
der strict control in congressional 
campaigns. The second was that the 
enforcement of campaign 
finance 


laws is so important and so sensitive 
that an independent agency had to be 
created to do the job. 


The fund-raising controls enacted 


last year have gone into effect, and 
the six members of the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission, whose job it will be 
to make the new law work, have 
been nominated. All must be con- 
firmed by majority votes in both the 
House and Senate. 


The nominations probably will be 


approved but not without some bitter 
complaints from some of the refor- 
mers who prodded and nagged Con- 
gress into passing the new law. Many 
of these people feel that the five men 
and one woman selected to form the 
first Federal Election Commission 
have already compromised enforce- 
ment of the new law. 


It was the hope of most reformers 


that the commission would be com- 
posed of citizens well-known to the 
public for integrity and nonpolitical 
devotion to public service. It Is prob- 
ably fair to guess that the reformers 
from 
Common Cause and other 


groups who lobbied for the law were 
thinking of people like themselves for- 
the FEC. 


What they got was four former 


members of Congress, a labor law- 
yer and a public relations consultant. 
There is not the least whisper to sug- 
gest that any of them arc not scrupu- 
lously honest and will be intent on 
enforcing the campaign law to the 
letter. But none of them were nation- 
ally known advocates of political re- 
form or experts in election law. 


The suspicion was voiced, in fact, 


that the '-EC had become "a dump- 
ing ground for political hacks," and 
the criticism got so loud that Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
withdrew his first choice, his former 
campaign manager, and substituted 
AFL-CIO attorney Thomas Harris. 


Senate Republican Leader Hugh 


Scott stood fast on his choice of Joan 
D. Aikens, despite some sneering 
comments about her background as 
a fashion show coordinator, and de- 
nounced "a small group of know-it- 
alls who spend most of their time 
manufacturing halos for each other" 
in Washington. 


The disappointed reformers may 


fuss about the nominations, but the 
choice of former Reps. Thomas Cur- 
tis, R-Mo., Vernon Thomson, R-Wis., 
Nell Stacbler, D-Mich., and Robert 
Tiernan, D-R.I., was expected to 
speed confirmation. While to some 
these four selections may seem like 
cronyism, others argue that the for- 
mer congressmen will bring to the 
commission first hand knowledge of 
how campaigns work. 


In any case, the six commissioners 


will have their job cut out for them. 
Campaign finance laws in the past 
have been observed with about the 
same fidelity as speed limits on open 
superhighways 
and if the 
FEC 


means to make politicians toe any- 
where near the new line, the cries of 
pain from them will soon drown out 
the reformers' complaints.

Readers review bicycle rule idea 


Our 'Nude Bather' 


Now that a 
little time has 


passed, there is an opportunity to 
pause and consider without fanfare 
the Rolling Meadows Picasso, that 
unadorned uoman of cement re- 
posing in front of the Gould Center 
on Algonquin Road. 


Let's face it. the final creation of 


tMcasso and his artist-sandblastcr 
friend, Carl Ncsjar, is shocking. 


Tho 
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Imposing in size, unabashed in her 
pose, Picasso's "Nude Bather" is 
like a collision with a cultural 
freight train. 


Most people's immediate reac- 


tion is that the statue is ugly: too 
explicit, graceless, rude, an affront 
to the idea of art as beauty. 


But wait a minute. Take a look at 


Picasso's rash sketch translated 
into concrete. The hair waves in 
the Midwestern wind. The bather's 
one exposed eye is direct and calm 
— the rest of her is just plain ex- 
posed. As a work of art there is no 
way for us to judge her; as some- 
thing to look at while passing by, 
she is not bad. Not a creature of 
beauty, surely, not even a sex sym- 
bol, so odd is her configuration. 


But at the same time, "Nude 


Bather" is frankly a big improve- 
ment over miles of fast food car- 
ryouts and the other forms of ar- 
chitectural 
and 
planning mis- 


demeanors which are the real ugli- 
ness of the roadside. 


In a recent news item (The Herald, 


March 11) It was reported that the Ar- 
lington Heights village board's legal 
committee has recommended to overrule 
the stae law prohibiting bicycle riding on 
sidewalks. The committee went officially 
on record advising the bike riders "to 
stick to the sidewalks to avert acci- 
dents." According to the village's police 
department report, more bike riders are 
killed than motorists in a typical year. 


A decision of this kind illustrates the 


village board's reluctance to face tho 
fact that bike riders arc subject, by the 
state laws, to the same traffic laws as 
motorists. Yet the bicyclists are allowed 
to break every traffic regulation and ig- 
nore all traffic signs and signals, and no- 
body In authority is doing anything about 
it. This Is the main reason why so many 
biko riders are killed or injured riding on 
the streets. 


"Ride your bike as if you were driving 


your car," states the state law. But who 
cares, if the local law enforcement au- 
thorities fail to exercise their duties. 


The committee's recommendation that 


bicyclists "stick to the sidewalks" is out 
of tune. The bicyclists have taken to the 
sidewalks long, long ago. They have be- 
come a great danger to pedestrians. 
The fact Is that a pedestrian Is safer 
walking on the street along the curb than 
on the sidewalk, where irresponsible bi- 
cyclists arc sometimes racing each other 
or riding two abreast A pedestrian is 
forced to give them rightof-way or else 
be run over. 


"Why in hell I pay the taxes for build- 


ing these sidewalks?" a pedestrian ex- 
claims, much shook-up, when a bike ri- 
der, without giving any warning, zooms 
by from behind.

sidewalks" will in no way reduce the ac- 
cidents. It will only promote their irre- 
sponsibility. They will continue to ride on 
the streets, through the stop signs, 
against the traffic, and in gangs abreast 
all the way across the street — just to 
annoy tho motorists. 


Situations such as these cannot be re- 


solved by substituting permissiveness for 
the law, nor will it reduce the accidents. 
Here a training program in safe driving 
is in order. Bike riders must, as motor- 
ists do, learn the "rules of the road," 
and the traffic authorities must see that 
these rules are enforced. A booklet, "Bi- 
cycle Rules of the Road," is available at 
police stations and from Secretary of 
State, Springfield, 111. Knowing those 
rules and following them is the best 
means of preventing accidents on the 
streets. 


In cases where the state laws seem in- 


adequate, villages can pass their own 
ordinances regulating the bike riding in 
the streets. William Gladstone, a famous 
British statesman, once had stated: 
"Good laws make it easier to do right 
and harder to do wrong."

Here are a few comments on Walter S. 


McFarland's March 18 suggestion that 
bicyclists be required to ride facing traf- 
fic: 


• To require pedestrians to walk fac- 


ing traffic is logical because they can 
step off the road onto the shoulder when 
traffic approaches. A bicylist, however, 
riding a wheeled vehicle, cannot step 
over the curb, nor can he safely pedal 
onto the shoulder of the road without fac- 


ing the hazard of a spill caused by a 
drop-off, ruts, debris or glass. 


• A motorist pulling out of a parking 


space is watching for traffic coming 
from the rear, not a cyclist approaching 
from the front. 


• In rolling country, a motorist is not 


prepared to crest a hill and find himself 
face to face with a bicyclist pedaling to- 
ward him. 


• Cycling on the left brings the cyclist 


into an intersection where he does not 
conform to the normal flow of traffic. 


Also, riding at night, facing an ap- 


proaching car's headlights is bunding, to 
say the least! 


• Another interesting point: there is a 


psychological hazard In facing oncoming 
traffic. One tends to steer instinctively 
towards what he is looking at As a test, 
stare at a pebble ahead of you in your 
path. More often than not you will run 
over it instead of alongside it. 


• A cyclist on the left has no chance 


when colliding head on with a car. A 
cyclist on the right, going the same di- 
rection as a car, gives the motorist addi- 
tional time to react and steer away from 
the cyclist. Even if there is a collision, 
the cyclist often is thrown or deflected 
and injuries are never as severe as those 
sustained by cyclists lilt head on. 


It is vitally important that all children 


and adults learn to ride their bicycles 
safely and sanely; that they obey all 
traffic rules and regulations, ride hi a 
straight line close to the right edge of th« 
road, ride with lights at night to both see 
and be seen.

es for sale to manufacturers and retail- 
ers. They aro then distributed to cus- 
tomers mainly as promotional or adver- 
tising gimmicks. 


A FAR CRY FROM NOVELTY gad- 


gets, though, are many of the custom- 
designed slide rules tho company cur- 
rently makes for clients like General Mo- 
tors, Abbott Laboratories, General Elec- 
tric, International Harvester, Monsanto 
and Scars, Roebuck & Co. 


Design engineer Martin Temple sets up 


computer programs to help in developing 
very technical slide rules, feeding the 
machine pages of complex mathematical 
calculations. In minutes, the computer 
turns the formulas into specifications 
and even draws the slide rule. 


The computer's drawings are precise 


to within .0025 of an inch, a difference 
Indiscernible to tho human eye even with 
magnifying aids. As a comparison, 
Temple said, the average piece ol paper 
is about .005 of on inch thick.

vital when Graphic Calculator designers 
arc devising slide rules such as one 
recently produced to be used by doctors 
and nurses In figuring flow rates of in- 
travenous solutions. An error in tho slide 
rule's proportions could endanger a 
patient's life.

Too much salt is harmful 


I am one of 100 pmonn working In a sheltered employment situ- 


ation. Moil are seniors, women, and men, but some teen-agers ilio. 


There Is a kitchen which serves a hot dinner at noon. We all like 


the cook tint almost everyday the entree or the snlad and green 
vegetable are heavily salted. I have s,een the food left on many 
plate* because It.ls "too tally." 


Almost all senior cltlien* have problems with salt. We pay for the 


noon meal which costs very little. However, If you have to pay for 
the lunch and can't cat It there If money waited for the employs 
and budget funds also are wasted. 


Please advise us about the hazards of too much salt In the diet 


for old and young alike. There are salt shakers on the tables. It is 
surely no problem to measure salt meagerly. In volume cooking 
when a recipe Is Increased, salt should be used with restraint. 


We don't want to hurt anyone. We think • medical opinion will 


guide our cook. She is young enough to learn and will be happier 
knowing the can make a beneficial contribution to our health. 


You have a good point. It Is always easy to add salt but impos- 


sible to take It out. 


Many authorities believe too much salt In the diet may contribute 


to the development of high blood pressure. It is probably wise even 
(or young people to go cosy on salt. 


When the body is healthy and a person drinks plenty of water the 


excess salt Is simply eliminated through the kidneys. A number of 
medical problems, though, cause the body to retain salt. This leads 
to an accumulation of water and can bo quite serious. 


Women may hove salt retention and retain fluid in response to 


their normal menstrual cycle. Estrogen stimulates salt retention. 
Birth control pills have the same effect and so do hormones used 
after tho menopause. When this is fairly marked, women need to 
take pills to cause tho kidneys to eliminate salt and fluid to relieve 
tho problem. 


PnoGRESSING ALONG the way, anyone who has heart disease 


with heart failure or requiring digitalis may have a tendency to 
retain salt. Tho fluid that might accumulate in this case can cause 
real problems by literally filling the lungs with fluid and affecting 
tho breathing. Considering the frequency of heart disease in older 
people, this is a very Important consideration. 


Both liver disease and kidney disease may cause a retention of 


salt and, hcnco, water. These conditions that cause fluid retention 
can progress to cause marked swelling of the liver, abdomen, feet, 
ankles and fluid in tho lungs. In short, the salt retention tends to 
defeat the doctor's efforts to prevent these complications. 


In all, there Is simply no good sound medical reason to add salt 


to food for a population that has many people with medical prob- 
lems. For those who arc healthy and havo no problems there is 
always the salt shaker. Tho rest would certainly be healthier if they 
could avoid tho bad effects of salt in their diet.

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Teen drinking: Is it too late to save 
them from alcoholism—or death? 


by KATJIEIUNE IJOYCK 


At IB he already was an alcoholic. At 


24 he lay dead on the bed In his room 
with lib distraught father standing over 
him. 


The police found two empty fifths — 


or.o crcme do menthe and the other Ten- 
nessee whiskey. A member of Alcoholics 
Anonymous who know the young man 
phoned police for an ambulance to bo 
sent to the Mount Prospect home. But 
the call came too late to save his life. 


If the young man were a heroin addict, 


hit sickness likely would have come to 
the crisis stage earlier, with a prison 
sentence or a deadly overdose. 


He was, Instead, part of a growing 


group of young people hooked on alcohol. 
It's a sickness that takes longer but can 
bo Ju.1t as deadly. 


The young man died March 3. Ills case 


Is not uncommon. In tho Northwest sub- 
urbs there Is about one death a month 
duo to an overdose of alcohol. 


"TEEN-AGERS OFTEN ask, 'Do you 


Ime to drink every day to be an alcohol- 
ic?'" said Linda Ekbcrg. alcoholism 
counselor with the Northwest Suburban 
Alcohol and Drug Dependence Program. 
Her answer Is no. One of the symptoms 
of alcoholism Is a period of no drinking 
to prove ho doesn't have a drinking prob- 
lem. 


Yet the problem Is there. Eventually It 


surfaces again. And tho increasing use of 
alcohol is apparent to those people who 
deal with young people — the teachers 
and counselors in locul high schools. 


'Tie had kids come to class at 7:30 In 


tho morning smelling of booze," said 
Gall Russell, psychology teacher ;it 
Fremd High School In Palatine. "They 
just sort of sit down and phase out. 


"I think alcohol definitely Ls Increasing 


among teen-agers," Mrs. Russell said. "I 
don't think drugs have gone down, 
they're still up there, but alcohol Is sur- 
passing drug use and I think we ore go- 
ing to sec even more of It this year." 


Drinking Ls "very prevalent in the 


schools." she said. At almost every 
•school event, some kids show up who've 
been drinking and It seems that "the big- 
ger the event the more they drink." 


SOME STUDENTS also drink during 


the day. Almost every day n group 
leaves school for lunch. Mrs. Russell 
said Y*iey may drhe 10 or 15 miles for 
four or five beers, then rush back to 
school for afternoon classes. 


Drinking tends to Increase at certain 


times of the year, particularly during 
exams or Just before graduation, she 
said. "They nave parties until five or six 
In the morning and then come to school 
to take exams." 


Dick Pcnley. teacher In tlic work pro- 


gram at Elk Grove High School, said "I 
see an epidemic of teen-age alcoholics on 
tho horizon." 
"It's not that I believe drugs arc di- 


minishing." said Pcnley. because both 
are used by teen-agers. The use of alco- 
hol with other drugs Is particularly dan- 
gerous, ho said. 


If 
YOU ASK teen-agers why they 


drink, they'll tell you they're bored, 
there's nothing to do, and everybody else. 
drinks so why shouldn't they? "They're 
looking for Identification," bald Audrey 
Moskow, Elk Grove High School coun- 
selor. 


Some freshmen will drink a dozen cans 


of beer In a night and to pay for It they'll 
borrow or steal. • 


"They use their lunch money, they sell 


their gym suits, they sell their text- 
books," Miss Moskow sold. 


"Tho big: difference between alcohol 


and other drugs Is that alcohol Ls more 
accepted by parents," she said. They 
know that "Dad's not going to get upset 
If I come homo drunk — every kid docs 
It." Miss Moskow said. 


"I think Ihcy emulate adults," Pcnley 


said. "You can't walk Into a party and 
have fun wltliout a drink. How many 
adult parties arc there without booze?" 


lltr.H SCHOOL drinkers arc not all 


"the bad kids," Pcnley said. Drinking Is 
accepted by most teen-age social groups. 
"It runs the gamut. I've seen It from tho 
best students from tho best homes," ho 
said. 


Almost everyone agrees that tecn-ago 


drinking Is Increasing, that It's socially 
accepted, and just as dangerous as use

of other drugs. Where people disagree Is 
on the treatment of alcoholism. 


"We view alcoholism as a permanent 


Illness," Miss Ekbcrg said. 


"As far as we know no one has come 


up with the causes of alcoholism any 
more than uc know the causes of cancer 
or other types of illnesses." 


Tim ALCOHOLIC must first be made 


to realize that he can't control Ills drink- 
Ing and that It's causing problems in tils 
life, Miss Ekbcrg said. With that rcaliza- 
lion, tho alcoholic may be able to stop 
drinking altogether. 


Pcnley doesn't accept that theory. He 


doesn't believe that alcoholism Ls a dis- 
ease. Rather, he says, It Is a symptom of 
some social or emotional problem. 


"Wo work on tho causes, one of which 


Ls a negative self-image. If wo can gain a 
positive sclf-lmago the use of drugs will 
decline." 


Pcnley said he has tried his method 


and It works. Perhaps it works because 
the drinkers ho deals with are all teen- 
agers. Self-imago is a very important 
factor to someone with a still-developing 
personality, ho said. 


BUT PENLEY AGREES that many 


school people are not trained to deal with 
teen-age drinking. Teachers arc trained 
in education and little in counseling, he 
said. 


In tho last five years, Miss Ekberg 


said, more young people arc becoming 
alcoholics and more young kids arc 
drinking — some in seventh and eighth 
grade. Lowering tho drinking ago seems 
to have little to do with it, she said. Kids 
seem to drink regardless of tho legal 
age. 


IT MAY BC HARDER for a teen-age 


alcoholic to stop drinking, Miss Ekbcrg 
said. "The younger you are tho more 
peer pressure you have to continue to 
drink," and it is more difficult for a teen- 
ager to face his drinking problem, she 
said. "It's harder for someone in his ear- 
ly 20s to admit that he is an alcoholic." 


The picture looks bleak. No one knows 


the cause of alcoholism and no one has a 
cure. The problem Is society's accept- 
ance of alcohol, Miss Ekbcrg sold. Alco- 
hol is so much a part of everyday life 
that It is almost impossible for someone 
not to drink. 


Three youths 
tell ivhy 
they drink 


"My Dad's an alcoholic. Ho drinks ev- 


ery day. I can't have any real relation- 
ship with him. There's no time to talk to 
him. He's always drunk. If I ever see 
myself falling into this pattern I know I 
can stop it. I don't want to be like him." 


Three teen-agers, two boys and one 


girl, are talking about drinking and the 
reasons why they drink. They're all 17 
and seniors in a local high school. Tho 
names used arc fictitious. 


John probably is tho heaviest drinker 


of the three, about "three sixes" on a 
typical Friday night. But John is con- 
fident he never will bo an alcoholic be- 
cause he doesn't want to bo like his fa- 
ther. "He gets smashed every single 
night. The only time you can talk to him, 
the only time he's sober is in the morn- 
ing when you take him to the train sta- 
tion. He doesn't care about himself." 


John, on the other hand, says he has 


will power because ho gave up clgarets. 
He's an athlete and is in good shape. 
"I'm in constant shape all the time. It 
(alcohol) really doesn't affect me that 
much." 


ALL BELIEVE they are not alcoholics, 


but all have questions about what alco- 
holism really is. Mary defines it: "It's 
like you have to have it." 


These teen-agers drink to have a good 


time. "It just seems like you have n lot 
more fun," John says. "There just isn't 
much to do around here." 


"When people drink they're a lot more 


relaxed," Mary says. "Everybody gets 
along a lot better. When you have a few 
drinks you don't get embarrassed about 
what you say." 


Unlike the boys who usually get togeth- 


er for beers at a friend's house, Mary 
prefers to go to bars. If she's with the 
girls and she's buying, she drinks beer. 
If she's on a date, she has mixed drinks. 


"I'm perfectly happy If I can go to a 


bar on the weekend. If I can't I get ang- 
ry," says Mary. "Every Friday or Satur- 
day we go to Wisconsin and hop bars. We 
go just to get away from here."

drugs and drinking. "Freshman year I 
made a stupid mistake. I kind of went to 
tho hospital for drinking," sho said. On 
her 16th birthday her parents found her

stash of marijuana. Now Mary says her 
parents know everything. "I tell them 
before I go out to a bar. I told my moth- 
er when I got my IDs taken away. She 
laughed about It." 


Drinking has gotten Jack in trouble, 


too. "I was an ounce away from being 
dead freshman year. I was walking home 
and I passed out. A policeman found mo 
and took mo to the hospital. They 
thought I was on drugs. When I woke up 
I had all these needles in my arms." 


BOTH BOYS HAVE had several car 


accidents while they've been drinking 
but they don't think drinking was tho 
cause. "I drive a lot better when I'm 
drinking. Honest," John says. 


Drinking began for these teen-agers in 


eighth grade. "We'd get together and get 
an older brother to buy us some beer," 
sold John. All three remember parties in 
eighth grade where there was alcohol. 


From there alcohol became an accept- 


ed part of high school life. "It seems sort 
of stupid but it's a challenge who con 
drink the most," says Jack. School holi- 


days have begun to turn into one long 
binge. "I don't do anything but drink. I 
drink morning, noon and night," Jack 
says. 


LOOKING BACK, both boys say they 


wish they hadn't started drinking. "Up 
until eighth grade we didn't drink and we 
had a good time. If I hadn't had a drink, 
I wouldn't know what it's like to drink," 
says Jack. "If I thought I could have es 
much fun sober as when I drink, I 
wouldn't drink." 


This fall Jack is heading for the West 


Coast to look-for a job. John is going to 
college on a football scholarship. He 
doesn't think ho will drink as much after 
he goes away to school. "I'll have some- 
thing to strive for — something to work 
at." 


Drinking is fun but one.of tho teen- 


agers, John, has begun to see another 
side to it "When I drink a lot I woke up 
at seven in the morning and can't go 
back to sleep. I get really depressed and 
I don't know why. I hate myself. It hap- 
pens every time I drink a lot."

DENVER — TTio federal government 


is caught up in a $70 million space-ago 
boondoggle that It no longor wants. 


In fact, tho only people who want Iho 


project lo continue seem to be those who 
arc getting paid to demonstrate and test 
1(4 usefulness. 


C a l l e d salclllto-l>c.im«l educational 


TV, the project is designed to test tho 
feasibility of using n $211 million satellite 
to beam TV to remote areas of Alaska, 
Apprlachin and Iho Rocky Mountains. 


The Niitinnal Aeronautics and Space 


Administration (NASA) and the U.S. 
Dept. of Health. Education and Welfare 
have Invented more than $70 million In 
tho nine-month experiment to bring 
spacc-agu benefits down to earth. 


BUT AM. THE project has "proven" 


so far Is what was known already: that 
television can bo broadcast to remote 
sites by satellite, that children like to 
watch television during school hours and 
that rural communities have no objection 
to expensive educational baubles so long 
as others will pay for them. 


Another Ihinfl It has proven Is that if 


federal money Is lavished on researchers 
with little review by the government, It 
may be spent In questionable ways. 


TTicrc was, for example, tho usual lita- 


ny of lllefi.illy Inflated salaries. Sons and 
friendt of project director Gordon Law 
were on the payroll and a swank apart- 
ment in downtown Denver was main- 
tained for an absentee administrator, ex- 
governor of New Mexico Jack Campbell. 
Tho telephone bill lopped $80,000 ono 
year when there were fewer than 100 em- 
ployes and there were heavy travel ex- 
penses for "seminars" both here and In 
Europe. 


As for the project's acceptance: 
"In ono village In Alaska." says a 


Washington official who loured several 
of tho remote sites there, "the villages 
liavo scheduled their bingo games to con- 
flict with tho satellite broadcasts. 


"This was not done as a deliberate af- 


front," he nddcd. "Bingo was simply 
more Important to them." 


An "outside cvaluator," n Syracuse, 


N Y., educational research group which 
HEW paid SWJ.OOO to evaluate the ex- 
periment, has decided to evaluate tho 
concept of the project, Instead of the ex- 
periment Itself. 


CONCEDING THAT nobody learns 


more through the use of costly tech- 
nology, Laurence D. DcWitt, the study 
director. <wid. "No significant difference 
in learning gain has ever been found be- 
tween any method of Instruction, either 
between conventional teaching or using 
television or radio or whatever. So thcro 
was no expectation that a satellite would 
turn out any differently." 


Tho project's failure came as no sur- 


prlw to some. 


As early as ID71. an Internal HEW 


memo called it a "Prelude to disaster." 
A 1973 HEW team of experts, visiting tho 
remote sites, voted to cancel the project 
"tho sooner the better," but political rea- 
sons kept the project afloat even when 
its technical support vanished. 


Ono HEW expert on that 1073 trip was 


Theodore R. Conant, a New York com- 
munications specialist: 


"We knew at tho time." Conant said 


recently, "that the satellite project was 
liko giving teachers in tho Rocky Moun- 
tains n Rolls Royco when they really 
needed a Ford." 


CONANT WENT on to say that the en- 


tiro concept had been disproved eight 
yearn ago by tho failure of a project In 
which an airplane circling high over In- 
diana, had beamed educational TV pro- 
grams In much the same fashion. 


"That fact." said Conant, "was con- 


veniently ignored because tho real rea- 
son for tho satellite program was not 
technical, It was political. 


"It was to provide a glamor project to 


help keep NASA alive, to keep the satel- 
lite and electronic manufacturers busy

student, "many times tho cost of con- 
ventional methods such as films and TV 
cassettes..."

even before the experiment started. The 
project's political support vanished. 


Because of pressure on the White 


House from the broadcast .industry, 
NASA was directed to get out of the com- 
munications satellite business: A follow- 
up satellite, designed to expand the pro- 
sent experiment,was killed after $20 mil- 
lion was already spent on it. 


Tho second bird will be gutted for 


parts and what remains will bo donated 
to the Smithsonian Institution museum 
as an "artifact."

MIAMI (UPI) — There tnny bo a mar- 


ket soon among Florida real estate de- 
velopers for a Do-it-yourself manual on 
"How to recreate n mangrove swamp." 


Or another on "Hints and short tuts 


for filling in canal*." 


For the post two years, U.S. District 


Court Judge William 0. Mchrtcns, a 
Florida native who remembers how It 
was when ho first mndo fishing trips to 
the Florida Keys -to years ago, has hand- 
ed down a scries of court decisions ap- 
plauded by environmentalists and de- 
plored by developers. 


He has been enforcing a little-used law 


to make developers not only desist, but 
also put thlnei back the way nature had 
them. In the most drastic of the deci- 
sions last December, Mchrtcns ordered 
Miami's Joseph G. Morcttl Construction 
Co. to restore to a mangrove swamp 
same -"> acres of the firm's 63-ncrc Ham- 
mer Point Park mobile homeslto devel- 
opment on Key Largo 60 miles south of 
Miami. 


TIIK FATHER AND son firm Is ap- 


pealing Mchrtcns' order and tho litiga- 
tion eventually could reach the U.S. Su- 
premo Court. 


Mchrtcns declined comment on this 


and other decisions "because of tho deli- 
cate nature of the cases, especially when 
appeals may bo token." 


But Mehrtcns' law clerk David Whlto, 


said tho Judge acted under tho Rivers 
and Harbors Act of 1899. 


"Them has always been In tho statute 


provisions for restoration of property to 
1U original state when tho act has been 
violated," he said. "But It has never 
been used before to this extent, nt least 
In this area. That's what makes these 
cases most notable," 


Mchrtcns' order did not cover the parts 


of tho Morctli tract already sold to mo- 
bile homo owners. But tho 23 acres It did 
cover, ho ordered dredged canals filled, 
shoreline!! restored and mangroves and 
turtle gnus replanted In tho shallow bay 
waters stripped by dredges. 


"It's Impossible to rcjtoro it," Joseph 


G. Morcttl Sr., said. 


"WtlKUE DO YOU get mangroves 


without stealing them from somo other 
place. No one raises them In nurseries 
We are not going to restore It. We ore 
going to win this on appeal." 


He said his firm was in full compliance 


with Florida laws when It began tho de- 
velopment In 1969. 


In succession since then, Mchrtcns has 


onto red: 


• Owners of Sexton Cove, an 80-ocro 


trailer park on Koy Largo, to submit 
within 30 days a plan for refilling 10 can- 
als and otherwise restoring tho site. 


• Approval of a consent decree In 


which developer Douglas R. G nines of 
Marathon Key will rcstoro a 1.5-aero 
stretch of illegally dredged waterfront on 
Vacu Key to Its original state, including 
replanting of red mangroves. Ho also or- 
dered Gnlnes to pay a $3.000 civil penal- 
ty. Golncs nubscqucntly filed for reorga- 
nization under federal bankruptcy laws.

fill in two canals of his Orchid Park sub- 
division on Sugar Loaf Key and to pay a 
$3,000 civil penalty. 


MIAMI ACCOUNTANT Ralph Ocstcrlc, 


husband of Dado County Commissioner 
Clara Ocstcrlc, was president of the Sex- 
ton Covo firm. He still owns 10 per cent 
of the firm. He told UPI when Sexton 
Covo was developed, "half of the 80 
acres was a Monroe County dump on 


Key Largo. Among other things, wo re- 
moved 44 junked cars and countless old 
refrigerators and stoves. We dug our 
canals a little deeper than normal to cov- 
er up the raw garbage. 


"It might be awful hard to round up 


that much garbage to restore the proper- 
ty to the state it was in when we began," 
ho said. 


All the developers involved took advan- 


tage of a section of Army Corps of Engi- 
neers' regulations that allows dredging 


without permits, provided permits are 
obtained when the work is done. For dec- 
ades the permits were routinely granted, 
but under pressure from environmental- 
ist groups the corps has been denying 
some such permits hi recent years. 


U.S. Atty. David F. Mclntosh of 


Miami, who represented the government 
In all but the Sexton Cove case, said that 
"some of these canals have been dug to 
a depth of 40 feet and are 100 feet wide. 
That's battleship depth." 


"There can be only one reason for dig- 


ging a canal that deep —to obtain fill, 
particularly when the body of water to 
which it is connected may be only one to 
three feet deep." 


McINTOSII SAID fill is selling for $2 a 


yard. He said some of the canals were 
1,200 feet long and such a canal, with a 
width of 100 feet and depth of 40 feet, 
would produce $350,000 worth of salable 
landfill. 


"All the government wants Is for them 


to reduce the depth of the canals to six to 
10 feet," he said. 


A number of similar cases are pend- 


ing in other courts involving Florida land 
development. 


"These cases," Mclntosh said, "wffl 


forcibly bring home to developers that 
only regulated development is going to 
be permitted, as far as the surrounding 
waters of the United States are concer- 
ned."

Ho had no sound reason to expect a 


singleton diamond lead and had he 
played the diamond aco the hand would 
havo collapsed against a four-one spado 
break. This way. if East had to win the 
trick with the king or queen he would not 
have been able to led the suit back and 
South could then have handled a 4-1 
spado break.

Parents of kids on drugs help each other 


suburban living 


Families Anonymous gives them hope 


by MONICA WILCH PEUIN 


It's lalo at night and the phone 


rings. A sleepless man and woman 
cringe In apprehension dreading the 
words that will be spoken by the cal- 
ler, wondering from whcro the call 
comes this time. 


This is the hellish existence of the 


parents of children on drugs. Hours 
spent agonizing over where the kid 
K whether he or she is in trouble. 
And then, nighttime trips to distant 
jails to boll out a son or daughter 
another time. 


And to hope It will be the last time. 
But usually it Isn't, and the guilt 


and anguish and bitterness build and 
build, destroying the parents, their 
marriage — and maybe their chil- 
dren as well. 


It Is at this point of utter despair 


that many parents have discovered 
Families Anonymous (FA), and 
peace of mind. 


FA IS A I'HOr.ItAM for the fami- 


lies of drug users. It operates sim- 
ilarly to AI-Anon, the organization 
for families of alcoholics. FA got its 
start In California, where there arc 
more than a dozen chapters. Numer- 
ous groups have since sprung up 
across the country, a grim testi- 
monial to the spread of the drug 
problem. 


In the northwest suburbs an FA 


group meets every Sunday at 7:30 at 
Forest Hospital In DCS Plaincs. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Robert Simon on the 
staff there, Forest provides the facil- 
ities for FA, endorses the program 
and recommends It for families of 
some Individuals under treatment at 


the hospital. But beyond that, FA is 
independent and self-functioning. 


"The fundamental principle of FA 


is the same as Alcoholics Anonymous 
and Al-Anon: that one's greatest in- 
fluence is on oneself, and that you 
can help another person best by get- 
ting your own house in order," Dr, 
Simon said. 


ON A RECENT Sunday evening, 


an attractive mother of two tccnagcd 
boys spoke in a quiet voice of her 
journey to FA: 


"I came here feeling absolutely 


devastated. I felt so guilty, as though 
I were a bad parent." 


Her husband broke in: "Our oldest 


boy had been in jail numerous times 
for drug possession and other of- 
fenses It got progressively worse. 
Our lives were unmanageable. We 
were powerless. We knew we 
couldn't follow this kid around and 
protect him." 


The wife: "Till then I believed ev- 


ery incident was the last. I thought, 
'He'll sec he came close and realize 
what he's doing.' But he never had to 
because we were getting him otf 
easy." 


The husband: "He was dividing us. 


He wanted to transfer his guilt to us 
and make us angry in order to jus- 
tify what he was doing and what he 
was going to do 


"LAST AUGUST WE found out 


about Families Anonymous and we 
came I found out I wasn't unique, 
that others shared my problem. Ev- 
ery one of these people described a 
part of my own story. 


"It has saved our sanity. Now we 


can make decisions together. Tha 


other people helped us to make the 
right decisions — to let our boy sit in 
jail and figure out his own problem. 
Our younger son, who was also into 
drugs, has turned around 180 de- 
grees, because we've gotten off his 


back. Our other son has improved 
some But this program is for us 


"It's getting easier now to see the 


positives in our boys And I can sleep 
at night now." 


The dialogue shifted to another 


couple, who spoke with the same qui- 
et patience and acceptance of their 
situation, though the scars from what 
they have endured can probably nev- 
er be erased. 


THE FATHER: "Our daughter, 


now 20, started to sniff glue or some- 
thing in school, and when she got to 
high school, things got worse She 
was out of our control. We didn't like 
her friends and had suspicions about 
her taking pills. She was caught In a 
car in possession of some uppers and 
downers or something, and was held 
at the Audy Home She got out easy 
and was put on probation Then she 
dropped out of school. 


"We all got counseling at the 


Maine Township Mental Health Cen- 
ter But our daughter, like many 
kids, is a great con artist She got 
herself out of scrapes because she 
was such a nice-looking, nice-acting 
girl — the All-American Pill Taker. 


"She had run away from home a 


few times, and one morning she 
showed up and had apparently over- 
dosed. She started talking about sui- 
cide. We took her to Lutheran Gener- 
al Hospital's rehabilitation center, 
and being there seemed to help her 
think and get straight. She lives on 
her own now, and as far as we know 
she's not using drugs. 


"WE WERE LED to Al-Anon while 


she was in the center and then heard 
of FA and came immediately. One 
difference between the two — it's a 
little more difficult to detach with 
love from a child than from a 
spouse, as in Al-Anon. FA is 80 to 90 
per cent parents. 


"This program helps you see your- 


self — the insanity, looking through 
pockets, it's an exercise in frustra- 
tion." 


A mother: "I have a boy 17 and a 


girl 16, and I've learned to love my 
kids. I had grown so bitter and ang- 
ry. FA taught me to let go of them. 
You feel so responsible that you take 
away their responsibility. When I 
started not reacting, things got bet- 
ter. The wall between me and my 
daughter is less. We can talk more 
now about what she's doing. 


"Here you get emotional support. I 


think I would have fallen apart other- 
wise. I found that in letting go of the 
kids you get closer. I learned to ac- 
cept some things — like my son 
didn't want to go to school. Now he's 
working and is a much happier per- 
son." 


ANOTHER MOTHER: "We are all 


driven with compulsion to stop this 
behavior. Newcomers come in think- 
ing they are going to get a solution. 
But it's acceptance. You don't like 
the behavior, but you love the indi- 
vidual 


"Newcomers 
often 
feel 
'Why 


should I come? My kid is creating all 
the problems." But the meetings help 
us deal with our anxiety and atti- 
tudes that stand in the way of prog- 
ress. 


"FA has given me hope for myself, 


hope that the drug user may benefit 
and — most of all — peace of mind."

G u i d e to Grass-Roots America," 
Thomas' Intriguing book was published 
In 1974 by the Chilian Book Co., Radnor, 
Pa. It offers you a statc-by-slato guide, 
promising to tell you "just where to look 
for the local color and events that evoke 
tho real flavor of Americana." Handy, 
loo, Is tho listing of tho name and ad- 
dress for each state's department of 
tourism, In case you want to write for 
additional information. 


WHILE "TRIPPING In America" lays 


no claim to being complete, It docs give 
you a varied sampler that could add con- 
siderable spice to your next trip or fami- 
ly vacation. 


You will probably be familiar with 


some of tho places Thomas mentions. 
Hero In the Midwest, most of us have 
received »t least one picture postcard 
lauding the Corn Palace In Mitchell, 
S.D., or the Circus World Museum in Ba- 
mboo.

It was 
built alter a morning in 1943 when Mrs. 
Albert Quiglcy, as her husband headed 
for work, told their five children, "We're 
going to tear down tho house." As 
Thomas tells It, "By the time Quigley 
returned home that night, the house was 
flattened and his belongings sheltered in 
a chicken house ... So Quigley had to 
build a new house." 


Mrs. Quiglcy is said to have com- 


mented, "I knew he'd never build a new 
house as long as the old one was stand- 
ing."

Can it be? Bonnie Prudden, a guru of 


physical fitness in the late 1940s and 
1950s, is now 61. 


How many persons remember when she 


shocked Eisenhower-land with her out- 
spoken advocacy of exercise to improve 
a woman's sex life? Well, Bonnie has 
never really been away. Just traveling 
the country promoting physical fitness as 
a healthful, happier way of life 


It was her report on the comparative 


fitness of American and European chil- 
dren (we flunked) to President Eisen- 
hower that was Instrumental in setting 
up the President's Council on Physical 
Fitness and Sports. In her most recent 
book "How to Keep Your Family Fit and 
Healthy," (Reader's Digest Press) she is 
still In there, putting her trim 125 pounds 
behind her theory. With her associate 
and photographer Lonna Payton, she 
holds forth in her Bonnio Prudden In- 
stitute for Physical Fitness in Stock- 
bridge, Mass. 


SHE CONDUCTS regular exercise 


seminars for flabby executives, teachers, 
young mothers, pregnant women and 
children. What does she do to get in shape 
for 8 to 10 hours sessions when she ac- 
tually works out with her students? 
There's an oval track around the house 
nnd she jogs several miles each day plus 
doing a variety of regular exercises. "I 
have to keep ahead of the doss," she 
says with a mischievous smile. 


Among her most rewarding experi- 


ences in the last few years has been her 
work with older persons — those over 50 
who've let themselves go and those in 
their sixties and seventies who reject the 
idea of sitting in a rocking chair or a 
wheelchair but often arc laughed at by 
younger persons if they even whisper the 
word "exercise." 


STILL TRIM AT 61, physical fitness expert Bonnie Prod- 
don advocates exercise for older persons. She works out 
daily to keep ahead of the classes she teaches. 


"What most older persons don't real- 


ize," Bonnio says emphatically "is that 
those in their fifties, sixties and seventies 
can be put in shape in eight weeks of 
supervised exercises. They have a better 
chance than today's teenager or his par- 
ent of getting in shape." 


WHY DOES SHE say this? "The older 


person grew up with gymnastics in 


school and a lot of walking. Most were in 
pretty good shape as a result. It takes 
two years for the average teenager to 
get in good shape because most of his 
exercise is getting in and out of a car." 


At a time when most women keep si- 


lent about their age, Bonnie Prudden 
uses hers as an encouragement to those 
reaching out for help. 


She has worked for many years with 


physical therapists and geriatric special- 
ists. 


Her enthusiasm is endless. "Older 


people are not embarrassed to learn. I've 
had those in their late seventies and 
eighties who start simply. In one home 
for the elderly I didn't have one person 
under 70. Their first question was, 'Is it 
too late to start?" I wound up with a 
class of 30 and you should have seen 
them in their leotards and tights. 


"I REMEMBER." she continues "one 


womanr in bed with a chronic back- 
ache. Her doctor had told her, 'What do 
you expect at your age? If you want to 
go out and play bridge with your friends, 
get a wheelchair." 


Her doctor did okay exercises and now, 


Bonnie says, the woman goes out 
... 


without a wheelchair. 


Many of the problems of working with 


older persons in exercise programs 
starts with the basic fact that like an 
unused hinge, their muscles and joints 
get rusty. But if they're young in spirit, 
and get a medical okay, there is no rea- 
son they can't limber up. Much pain 
comes from poor movement or no move- 
ment, she adds, and exercise and sports 
done properly do help get rid of pain. 


Mental attitude toward one's age has 


so much to do with physical health and 
getting a lot out of life, for little money, 
Bonnie Prudden believes. She cites her- 
self as an example. 


"I WAS 25 and pregnant with my first 


child. I thought I should be dignified and 
matronly and the whole bit because that 
was what I had been led to believe. After 
the baby was born I suddenly realized 
that it was nonsense. Why be old and 
dowdy at my age?"

Answers to questions readers are asking

• W h a t docs "Insurable interest" 


mean? 


It means that If you wish to Insure 


someone's life, you must have an honest, 
legitimate stake in that person's future, 
meaning that the person's future is more 
important to you If he lives than if he 
dies. That's the reason why you are not 
permitted to take out a life insurance 
policy on a total stranger. 


This wasn't always the rule. For a 


time during the 18th century at Lloyd's 
famous coffee house In London, adven- 
turers (to put it politely) figured out a 
way to make a fast dollar. They would 
seek out information about a prominent 
person's health — which often was public 
knowledge anyway — Insure him and 
then collect from tho Insurance company 
after the Insured died. 


I 


SOMETIMES these schemers literally 


pushed their luck and the insured would 
be found at the foot of a mountain, or 
dead from "unknown causes." 


To prevent such abuses, the law then 


imposed the condition of "insurable in- 
terest" which is still followed today. A 
wife Is assumed to have an "insurable 
interest" in a husband because he has a 
legal obligation to support her. And the 
husband has an "Insurable interest" in 
his wife because he is entitled to her ser- 
vices. 


Of course, an "Insurable interest" is 


Implied when it comes to your own life. 
Most of us want to live and do everything 
In our power to remain in that state. 
Generally, you may name anyone you 
wish as beneficiary of your life insurance 
policy. 
• To the lady who asked about Social 


Security, I'm sorry I misplaced your let- 
I 


ter. But in any event I don't think I can 
help you other than to tell you to go to 
your nearest Social Security office, give 
them the facts, and they will tell you 
whether or not you are entitled to bene- 
fits even though your husband worked 
before the law went into effect. The sub- 
ject is vast and complicated, but I am 
certain that you may receive some aid 
since you do not earn enough to ade- 
quately support yourself. If you have 
children, that may be another point hi 
your favor. 


If you do not know where your local 


Social Security office is located, your 
main post office will give you the Infor- 
mation. If you think I can be of any fur- 
ther assistance, please write again. 


• I once heard 'someone discussing 


something called "criminal conversa- 
tion." I didn't know the people involved 
so I couldn't ask what it meant, but It 


piqued my curiosity. Is it a special kind 
of language used by criminals, a form of 
conspiracy or what? 


In a non-legal way, one might say 


"criminal conversation" is a kind of con- 
spiracy because it does Involve two per- 
sons planning to do something but hardly 
in conversation! It means that two per- 
sons are or were engaged in sexual inter- 
course and one of them is married. 


In Illinois, "criminal conversation" Is 


considered on invasion of the innocent 
marital partner's conjugal rights, and 
the partner is therefore entitled to sue 
the person who has indulged in this 
pleasure with the complaining spouse's 
husband or wife. The complaining spouse 
does not have to prove that alienation of 
affection was involved, nor does a sub- 
sequent divorce by the complainant or 
other spouse change the situation. Even 
under those conditions the suit Is not dis- 


missed, and damages may be awarded. 


• If I lease a house, what am I liable 


for to outsiders? By that I mean, what if 
a stranger walks by, slips and falls on 
the ice in front of my rented house. Am I 
liable or is the owner of the property 
liable? 


I'm assuming you have neglected to re- 


move the ice although you had an oppor- 
tunity to do so. This would make you 
"negligent." Secondly, you are liable un- 
less there is an express agreement in 
your lease that you are not Should the 
latter be Included In your lease, then, of 
course, the landlord would be liable. 


By the way, hi cleaning off one's side- 


walk, you should be very careful the job 
is done completely. If part of it is 
cleaned and a passerby has reason to 
feel that the rest of the area is passable

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And this is the attitude she tries to in- 


stall in her students and those she reach- 
es through lectures, books such as "How 
to Keep Your Family Fit and Healthy," 
and TV Interviews. 


"You know older persons are in tension 


for 30 years or more and kids normally 
don't get the tension thing until they are 
14, so wo older persons need sports and 
physical exercise to get us over the 
hump," she says.

WHAT IS SAD in America, she feels,

Too few get words of 
encouragement. Such words, for ex- 
ample, which she got from a grandson, 7. 


"Wo had been romping around and 


climbing trees," she relates, "and on our 
way back to the house he said he'd had a 
great time because 'I never had a play- 
ing grandmother before.'" 


It wouldn't hurt for Mom and Dad to 


join in the fun, says Bonnie Prudden but 
notes: 


"We're still in a twilight zone because 


Americans are more frightened of physi- 
cal exercise than in any other country 
because we don't know our bodies."

Is Elaine's friend, 
Blanche Cookc, honestly concerned for 
lier health or has something else kept 
her the Wheelers' housegucst so long? 
Who Is responsible for the bodies Elaine 
saw in that tenement window ... and for 
their disappearance? And why is Lieu- 
tenant Walker so callous when Elaine ob- 
viously Is terrified? 


THE OLD PLOT of poor little rich girl 


gets a new twist in "N'lghtwatch." But It 
depends upon characterizations to devel- 
op uneasiness In the minds of the au- 
dience. Somewhere In the final moments, 
Iho VT cast lost Its touch. The pause be- 
fore- tho surprise ending seemed pro- 
longed and that's when some of the au- 
dience giggled when they should haw 
gasped. But I think tho real fault lay in 
what went Just before. 


Kathleen Ramaker had been superb as 


tho sensitive but overwrought apparently 
submissive wife. Paul Gary's Inter- 


pretation of tho husband was a little 
weak. He should have been more solic- 
itous and less impatient. But tho au- 
dlonco seemed convinced. 


Suddenly Elaine turns accusing and 


John harsh. Tho transformation just 
didn't ring true and this was critical. Il- 
lusion faded for the audience and the last 
momenta failed to excite as they should 
have. 


STILL IT WAS an enjoyable evening. 


VT's set Is worth the price of admission, 
and I feel sad that it will come down 
after this weekend. Paintings lent by Ar- 
lington Heights Memorial Library help 
Immensely to create the air of a some- 
what opulent townhousc. And that tricky 
police light signaling arrival of Lieuten- 
ant Walker Is fascinating.

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They look and sound abnormal 
Athletes: healthy, but big-hearted 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (UPI) — University 


of Missouri Medical Center doctors have 
confirmed what some heart specialists 
long suspected — the hearts of highly 
conditioned athletes look and sound ab- 
normal but arc perfectly healthy. 


A team of MU cardiologists is pre- 


paring Us findings for professional jour- 
nals. They want to give other doctors 
guidelines so they will not keep normal, 
healthy athletes from playing just be- 
cause their hearts sound different from 
those of nonathlctcs. 


A star basketball player for the Mis- 


souri Tigers is one of the first athletes 
w ho can credit the study for keeping him 
on the courts. 


DK. RICHARD MARTIN, chief of car- 


diology at the medical center, coordi- 
nated an intensive study of 12 long dis- 
tance runners compared to a similar 
number of healthy but more normal 
men of the same ages. 


All 12 runners had a loud, extra heart 


sound, a heart murmur and one or more 
a b n o r m a l i t i e s on 
their elec- 


trocardiograms which the control group 
did not have. 


"From this emerged a picture of cer- 


tain kinds of abnormalities one can 
clearly expect and clearly account for 
based on the fact that the patient is a 
super athlete," Martin said in an inter- 
view. 


Tin: MU DOCTORS employed a varie- 


ty of sophisticated tests, many made 
available only in the past few years, to 
come up with complete pictures of the 
athletes' hearts. 


"Their hearts are slightly larger, 


slightly more muscular and they con- 
tract with more force than normal — so 
they're super hearts, in other words," 
Martin said. 


Martin said the study began last fall 


because heart specialists had grown in- 
creasingly concerned about what the true 
range of normal conditions is in the 
hearts of athletes. 


"We frequently have 
found 
things 


about the EKG in athletes which were 
questionable," he said. "The physician 
tends to make his decision on the con- 
servative side. This might keep a guy out 
of a sport which he could have made a 
career out of." 


WILLIE; SMITH, a guard on the Ti- 


gers' basketball squad uho has .scored 
belter than 20 points per game, was in- 
jured two days before a recent game. An 
elbow rammed him in the chest, and 
Smith had a bruise but no broken ribs. 


When Smith still was feeling pain on 


the day of the game, the team trainer 
sent him to a doctor who found abnorma- 
lities in Smith's EKG that could have 
been caused by a bruise directly on the 
heart muscle. There was also a loud ex- 
tra sound that could have been another 
sign of a heart muscle bruise. 


Only five hours before lipoff, Smith said 


sent to Martin for further evaluation. 


"THERE WAS A loud third heart 


sound, as well as a heart murmur and 
those unusual findings on the EKG," 
Martin said. "A year ago I would have 
had to conclude that these findings were 


sufficiently suggestive of heart damage 
to keep Willie out of the game and re- 
quire observation for at least a few more 
days. 


"But the research of my colleagues 


here demonstrated that all of these find- 


ings, which arc not usually present in 
healthy normal individuals, arc typical 
of the highly conditioned athlete and are 
not 'abnormal' at all." 


Willie wound up playing the entire 


game and led all scorers with 20 points.

Health show is 'feeling good 


NEW YORK — PBS' ailing health 


show, "Feeling Good," is back, but it's 
still a bit sickly. 


The show will bo aired tonight on some 


250 public-television stations, and a sec- 
ond premiere marks an interesting con- 
cept In broadcasting. 


Usually, a television show that is 


deemed a flop is yanked off the air. But 
PBS has given "Feeling Good" another 
chance and the show has been revamped. 


Under the original plan, the producers 


of the show — The Children's Television 
Workshop — used satire, song, comedy, 
documentaries, interviews, etc. to bring 
their message about four specific health 
problems. The over-all concept was to 
use these show 
business-Information 


methods to get basic health education to 
viewers In a 60-minutc show. 


Apparently, the plan was not working, 


so a new program was designed. What 
remains arc essentially documentaries 
and interviews. The old hour-long format 
has been halved and Dick Cavett has 
been added as the host. Only one health 
theme Is discussed Instead of four. View- 
ers can't concentrate on too many topics 
seems to be the thinking. 


Among the subjects the new show will 


cover arc: Alcohol abuse, heart disease, 
stress, vision, breast cancer, teen-age 
drinking and weight control. The first 
show Is about home care for the elderly. 


WHAT DISTURBED me about this 


show was that for the first 10 minutes I 
really didn't know what the program was 
about. But after a few more minutes, I

Tho most prolific scorer In Rolling 


Meadows basketball history, John Hogan 
rattled homo 862 points over a three-year 
career as a varsity regular. 


Tho M, 165-pound .senior was the Mid- 


Suburban League's third leading scorer 
with a 19.4 average despite usually draw- 
Ing the opposition's toughest defensive 
assignment. 


Hogan's markmanship was evident 


from every spot on tho floor including 
tho free throw stripe where ho sank 77.5 
per cent of his shots. His efforts enabled 
him to be the first Mustang ever honored 
on a basketball all-area team. 


"One of tho finest pure players I've 


coached In 21 years," was Ken Arneson's 
appraisal of his all-round co-captain for- 
ward who also dished out 36 assists and 
hauled down 53 rebounds. 


GLEN IIEIDEN 


Maine West varsity coach Gaston 


Freeman claims his G-foot-4 guard is 
"one of the best pure shooters in the 
state. That might sound like an exagger- 
ated, foolish statement, but I really be- 
llevo it." 


Glen averaged 17.3 points per contest 


and totaled 115 assists while leading the 
Warriors to a 14-10 season, their best 
record in four years. Ho was the third 
leading vote getter In Central Suburban 
All-Conference balloting and earned a po- 
sition on the Champaign News-Gazette 
All-State honorable mention team.

Wright to join Smith, 
Mahon in park jobs 


Dr. Thompson Wright, a veterinarian 


who has worked in DCS Plaines more 
th.in 20 >cars. will join Incumbents 
Thomas Mahon and Dr. Kcrmlt Smith on 
the DCS Plaines Park District Board. 


Based on unofficial totals from Tues- 


day's park district election uith seven of 
eight prrclncls reporting, Mahon, seek- 
ing his second term, received 1,119 votes 
ami Smith, running for his first full term, 
received 1,14!) votes to lead a field of six 
candidates vying for two six-year terms 
on the board. 


Wright received R78 votes to lead five 


candidates In tho race for the two-year 
term, based on unofficial returns from 
seven of eight precincts. 


The inside story 


Wright will replace Incumbent John 


Borsch, who was seeking his first elected 
term after having been appointed In Sep- 
tember to fill a vacancy. Borsch received 
race for the two-year term. 


CLAYTON K. MOTT. who spent close 


to $1,000 campaigning for a six-year term 
and who u;is supported by several city 
officials including Mayor Herbert II. 
Bchrnl, received an unofficial vote total 
of 677. 


Totals from the largest precinct, West 


Park, still were unrcported late Tuesday 
night, but figures from this precinct were 
not expected to affect the outcome. 


A special tax-levy referendum asking 


voters lo approve a 2 cents per $100 levy 
to support the Mainc-Nilcs As.sn. of Hoc- 
rcatlon for the Handicapped received 
overwhelming approval, according to 
unofficial returns. 


With all eight precincts reporting, the 


totals on the referendum were 2,095 yes 
and 71S no. 


The association is made up of seven 


communities In the area Including DCS 
Plaines. Rcfcrcndums in the oUicr six 
member park districts must be approved 
for the levy to be assessed. 


UNOFFICIAL RETURNS from Morton 


Grove and the Golf-Maine pork districts 
Tuesday reported the referendum was 
approved. Unofficial returns from the 
Park Ridge Park District reported the 
referendum winning with several pre- 
cincts yet to report. 


The remaining member park districts 


will vote on the referendum April IS. 


If the referendum falls In any of the 


member park districts, the association,

capped children and adults, will be dis- 
solved. 
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Greenhouse tax OKd by 4 votes 


Mount Prospect Park District voters 


Tuesday approved by a four-vote margin 
a special tax levy for the renovation and 
operation of the Friendship Park green- 
house in Des Plaines. 


Nearly 1,500 voters turned out for the 


election, which unseated William Sclcp of 
DCS Plaines. Sclep lost to challenger 
Richard P. Colcman of Mount Prospect 
by 3G votes. 


DCS Plaines residents, lioucvcr, re- 


tained one representative on the park 


board. Incumbent Rosemary Argus was 
elected with 753 votes and was the high- 
est vote getter of tho five candidates 
seeking two six-year board scats. 


Victor M. Rose of Mount Prospect was 


unopposed as candidate for the four-year 
term vacated with the death of Roland C. 
Becker. He received 1,093 votes.

Schaumburg, Wheeling lead area 
Serious crime jump here ahead of rest of U.S.

Serious crime In the Northwest sub- 


urbs roso sharply in 1974, exceeding na- 
tionwide suburban crime rate Increases 
reported this week by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. 


A comparison 
of police 
statistics 


showed Tuesday that Schaumburg and 
Wheeling — with major-crime Increases 
of 34 and 53 per cent, respectively — led 
the Northwest suburba in crime rises. 
According to tho FBI report, suburbs 
across tho nation experienced a 20 per 
cent rise In crime during 1974. 


Elk Grovo Village, Palatine, Buffalo 


Grove and Hoffman Estates also ex- 
perienced crime increase!) higher than 
the 20 per cent national figure for the 
suburbs reported by the FBI. 
. 


Those reporting Increases of less than 


20 per cent were Arlington Heights, DCS 
Plaines, Mount Prospect and Rolling 
Meadows. 


Total crime rise In (he 10 Northwest 


suburbs compared with 10/3 was 27.9 per 
cent. 


Tho totals reflect a nationwide pattern 


of major crimes — murder, rape, rob- 
bery, aggravated assault, burglary, lar- 
ceny and auto theft — migrating from 
tho Inner city to the suburbs. 


WHILE REPORTS of murder, rape 


and robbery remained low in tho North- 
west suburbs, burglary and theft in- 
creased In 1974 and contributed

In their yearly report, Schaumburg po- 


lice officials reported a 54 per cent rise 
in serious crime. Incidents went up from 
1,543 In 1973 to 2,381 last year. 


In Wheeling, serious crime rose 53 per 


cent, with 1,019 incidents in 1974 com- 
pared with 6G4 tho year before. 


Elk Grove Village reported a 51.7 per 


cent increase in serious crime, with 663 
reported Incidents In 1973 compared with 
1,006 In 1974. 


Palatine had a 47.6 per cent increase 


on the basis of 1,327 reported incidents 
lost year compared with 899 in 1973. 


Buffalo Grove reported a 37.6 per cent 


increase in serious crime, with 710 re- 
ported Incidents In 1974 compared with 
516 in 1973. 


And Hoffman Estates reported 621 In- 


cidents in 1974 compared with 464 in- 
cidents a year earlier for an increase of 
33.8 per cent.

Crane, Scott urged to oppose sewage-plant construction

A tolnl of I.288 local residents have 


signed petitions urRlnj? a local Congress- 
man ami the Illinois Attorney General to 
work against construction of the pro- 
powl O'llnre Sowaac treatment plant. 


The petitions, addressed to U.S. Rep. 


Philip M. Crane. IMMh. and Illinois Atty. 
Gen. William J. Scott, were presented to 
representatives of the two officials at a 
Monday night meeting In DCS Plaincs. 


Aid. Richard Ward, nth, presented the 


petitions to Ed Murnnnc. administrative 
assistant to Crane, and to State Hep. Da- 
vltl Regncr. K-Mount Prospect, who 
promlsc<l to deliver the petition to Scott 
nc.xt week. 


Murnane told residents gathered at a 


public hearing about the- plant that Crane 
would ask the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency to answer questions 
raised by Ward and others at the hear- 
ing, lie said In deference to other local 
communities concerned about flooding 
the Congressman would not oppose the 


entire tunnel and plant project at this 
time. 
Hegncr said he would deliver the petition 


to Scott at a personal meeting next week. 
"I'm convinced there arc some very 
serious environmental or health prob- 
lems," Regncr said, urging the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District to cither move 
the plant to a more remote location 
across the tollway or to vacant land at 
O'llare Airport. He added, however "we 
know the political Impact of that (the 
airport) proposal." 


Regncr and Murnane made their state- 


ments after hearing Ward's 45-minutc 
analysis of Hie failings he sees in the 
EPA's draft environmental Impact state- 
ment on the proposed plant. 


Ward charged that the EPA rushed its 


study of tlie plant so federal money 
could be spent locally before a July I 
deadline. He said EPA officials arc un- 
der pressure from Wastiington to get the 
money into circulation to help the 
economy. 


Accusing the agency of being willing to 
spend more than $100 million for a plant 
that Isn't needed, Ward also charged: 


• The MSD used inflated population 


figures to decide the size of the plant. 


• The EPA rejected sites for in- 


adequate reasons, Including the fact that 
the airport wasn't zoned for industry and 
that sites weren't currently owned by the 
MSD even though they were for sale. 


• Historically the other MSD plants 


have been odorous. "The City of DCS 
Plaincs has high standards and we have 
no Intention of lowering our standards 
for the sanitary district," Ward said. 


• Other states require sewage treat- 


ment plants to have a buffer zone of 500 
to 1,500 feet from any residence. He said 
the city would ask the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board to adopt a similar rule. 


• A total of 102 DCS Plaines homes 


would be Ineligible for Federal Housing 
Administration and Veterans Adminis- 
tration loans because of their proximity 
to the proposed plant site. 


Ward said the City of DCS Plaines' offi- 


cial position Is it will go along with the 
plant being built at the Oakton Street 
and Elmhurst Road site if the plant is 
covered and air emissions are treated. 
He also called for a study of eye irrita- 
tions of residents who live near another 
covered plant in Highland Park before 
the local plant is built. 


If the plant was built on another MSD 


owned site southwest of the proposed lo- 
cation across the tollway, the city would 
accept a partially covered plant, Ward 
said. 


DCS Plaincs residents or residents of 


other local communities who would like 
to comment in writing on the proposed 
plant or the system of tunnels under- 
Mount Prospect, which will carry sew- 
age to the plant, can write to the U.S. 
EPA, 230 S. Dearborn St., Chicago, GOG04 
until April 21. 


Among the others who testified at Mon- 


day's hearings were MSD Deputy Chief 


Engineer Hugh McMillan who urged the 
U.S. EPA to go along with recommenda- 
tions from the Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission and the Illinois EPA 
that the plant be built to the 72-million- 
gallon-per-day size the MSD proposes. 


DBS PLAINES residents who spoke in- 


cluded Heinz P. Zupke, 670 W. Elizabeth 
Ln., who urged the district to "cither- 
move the plant or cover it." Zupke asked 
the federal agency to listen to the Des 
Plaines objections and "restore some of 
our faith in government." 


Robert DiDomenico, 421 Courtesy Ln., 


called the plant "an outhouse" and urged 
other Northwest suburban communities 
to volunteer land in their boundaries as a 
plant site. 


DiDomenico, condemned advocates of

Libraries9 changes abound...

To some people a library means a stack 


of dusty books, straight-back chairs that 
scrape across the floor and u librarian 
who always frowns. 


But today that's just a stereotype. You 


won't find many libraries like that in 
schools 
in 
the 
Northwest 
suburbs. 


They've been transformed by some of 
the new trends In education which have 
filtered through school after school over 
the last decade. What used to I>c the 
school library is now called the learning 
resource center, or. in some districts, the 
instructional materials center. 


The resource center hardly rcsmbles 


the library of a generation ago. It .still 
contains books, but that's only part of 
the story. Phonographs, closed-circuit 
television, tape recorders, film strips and 
"media kits" share u place with the card 
catalog. 


THE KAMIUAIt sign proclaiming "Si- 


lence" won't be found in the resource 
center. II is not a place where children 
come in once a week to check out a Ixxik. 
The resource center is a hub of activity 
in a typical school. Students come and go 
every clay and no one seems to mind if 
they whisper to each other or suddenly 
cry out when listening to a tape casette. 


The stern librarian sitting Ix.'hind her 


desk Is just a gho.st of the past. Today a 
r e s o u r c e center director constantly 
works with children, answering qtios- 
tions, helping them find materials, teach- 
ing them to MM! the machines and help- 
Ing them with class projects. Many of 
them are certified teachers and they 
work ;-Iong with classroom teachers, 
scheduling assignments for the children. 


"The idea is an open concept," said

Most schools today use an individ- 


ualized Instruction method in the class- 
room, a system that is programmed to 
the abilities of each child. In the class- 
room students work alone or in groups 
with students of their ability and the 
teacher assigns lessons and projects to 
fit each group. 


When the neat rows of desks lost their 


place in the classroom it became obvious 
to many educators that the school library 
no longer fit the new pattern. Today the 
resource center is an extension of the 
classroom. Students working on assign- 
ments or projects can come to the center 
where they use the varied materials. 


THE CHILDREN at Central Road 


School find the materials and use the 
machines often without help. "We have 
underestimated the ability of kids to op- 
crate machines," Mrs. Hanson said. An 
elementary school child can learn to use 
a tape recorder or film strip reader as 
quickly — sometimes more quickly — 
than an adult, she said. 


The resource centers in Palatine-Roll- 


ing Meadows Dist. 15 were recently hon- 
ored in national competition.

All the materials that deal with 
language arts are coded red, math Is 
green, science is orange, fine arts is red 
and social studies is yellow. 


The reading center takes up one area 


of the resource center. Students in kin- 
dergarten, first or second grades can 
walk into the reading area, pick out a 
book and sprawl on the carpet to page 
through a Dr. Scuss book or "Winnie the 
Pooh." 


The kids love the resource centers, 


said Carolyn Rohrer, program director 
of 
Dist. 
15 instructional resources. 


They're fascinated by the materials and 
they like working on their own. She said 
a sixth grader at Central Road School 
once told her, "Our resource center is nn 
arsenal of educational weapons to battle 
boredom . . . the best thing since lunch 
time." 


Village board 
a 'rubber 
stamp': Berth 


Dorothy Berth, Independent candidate 


for Buffalo Grove village trustee, ac- 
cused five incumbent trustees of being a 
"rubber stamp" and "slate dominated" 
village board that has turned the village 
into a "multi-family" community. 


Mrs. Berth said Trustees Edward Os- 


mon, Randall Rathjen, James Shu-ley, 
Jerry Drlscoll and Thomas Mahoney, 
along with Village Pres. Gary Arm- 
strong, have consistently voted in favor 
of apartment developments in the past 
couple of years. 


"Because of all these 'yes' votes Buf- 


falo Grove is only 39 per cent single- 
family," Mrs. Berth said. "I'm only going 
by their voting record and based on that 
it's pretty much a rubber-stamp board 
for Armstrong." 


Armstrong and four of the trustees de- 


nied the charge. 


A R M S T R O N G SAID Mrs. Berth's 


statements arc based on "innuendo and 
untruth." 


Mahoney said he casts votes "on the 


basis of what I deem to be in the over-all 
best interest of the village." He said in 
many cases his views on matters before 
the village board coincide with Arm- 
strongs but said, "I reach the decision 
individually and I presume the same for 
Jerry Driscoll." 


"I don't think Mrs. Berth would recog- 


nize a genuine issue if it fell on her 
head," Mahoney said. 


Driscoll also said he votes indepen- 


dently on the board. "I do what I think is 
best for Buffab Grove. We've got a mas- 
ter plan and we're following it as closely 
as possible." 


Osmon called himself "the farthest 


thing from a rubber-stamp I can find." 
He added, "If she puts me in that cate- 
gory then she's not really looking." 


SHIRLEY said, "To say the slate 


dominated the board on any issue would 
be stretching — I don't believe slate par- 
ticipation prccommits anyone to vote." 


He said many of the high-density proj- 


ects approved by the board have been 
sent back to the plan commission before 
a final vote was taken. 


Approval of some projects has been 


held up for more than a year before they 
were approved. "We put those (devel- 
opers' people through their paces," he 
said. 


Rathjen said he had no comment on 


the charges. 


Mrs. Berth said slate-dominated voting

Serious crime in the Northwest sub- 


urbs rose sharply in 1974, exceeding na- 
tionwide! suburban crime rate Increases 
reported this week by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. 


A comparison of 
police statistics 


showed Tuesday that Schaumburg and 
Wheeling — with major-crime increases 
of 54 and 33 per cent, respectively — led 
the Northwest suburbs in crime rises. 
According to the FBI report, suburbs 
across the nation experienced a 20 per 
cent rise In crime during 1974. 


Elk Grove Village, Palatine, Buffalo 


Grove and Hoffman Estates also ex- 
perienced crime Increases higher than 
the 20 per cent national figure for the 
suburbs reported by the FBI. 


Those reporting increases of less than 


20 per cent were Arlington Heights, DCS 
Plalncs, Mount Prospect and Rolling 
Meadows. 


Total crime rise in the 10 Northwest 


suburbs compared with 1973 was 27.9 per 
cent. 


The totals reflect a nationwide pattern 


of major crimes — murder, rape, rob- 
bery, aggravated assault, burglary, lar- 
ceny and auto theft — migrating from 
the Inner city to the suburbs. 


WHILE REI'OrtTS of murder, rape 


and robbery remained low in the North- 
west suburbs, burglary and theft in- 
c r e a s e d in 1974 and contributed

Libraries9 changes abound...

To some people n library means a stack 


of dusty books, btraifiht-back chairs that 
scrape across the floor and a librarian 
who always frowns. 


But today that's just n stereotype. You 


won't find many libraries like tlat in 
schools 
In 
the 
Northwest suburbs. 


They've been transformed by some of 
the new trends In education which have 
filtered through school after school over 
the last decade. What used to be the 
school library Is now called the learning 
resource center, or, in some districts, the 
instructional materials center. 


The resource center hardly resmblcs 


the library of a generation ago It still 
contains books, but that's only part of 
the story. Phonographs, closed-circuit 
television, tape recorders, film strips and 
"media kits" share a place with the card 
catalog. 


THE FAMII.IAIl sign proclaiming "Si- 


lence" won't be found in the resource 
center. It is rot a place where children 
come in once a week to check out a Ixwk. 
The resource center is a hub of activity 
in a typical school. Students come and go 
every day and no one seems to mind if 
they whisper to each other or suddenly 
cry out when listening to a tape cascltc. 


The stern librarian sitting behind her 


desk is just a ghost of the past. Today a 


r e . s o u r c e center director constantly 
works with children, answering ques- 
tions, helping them find materials, teach- 
ing them to use the machines and help- 
ing them with class projects. Many of 
them arc certified teachers and they 
woik along with classroom teachers, 
scheduling assignments for the children. 


"The idea is an open concept," said 


Joyce Hanson, learning resource center 
teacher at Central Road School in Roll- 
Ing Meadows. 


yost schools today use an Individ- 


ualized instruction method in the class- 
room, a system that is programmed to 
the abilities of each child. In the class- 
room students work alone or In groups 
with students of their ability and the 
teacher assigns lessons and projects to 
fit each group. 


When the neat rows of desks lost their 


place In the classroom it became obvious 
to many educators that the school library 
no longer fit the new pattern. Today the 
resource center is an extension of the 
classroom. Students working on assign- 
ments or projects can come to the center 
where they use the varied materials. 


THE CHILDREN at Central Road 


School find the materials and use the 
machines often without help. "We have 
underestimated the ability of kids to op- 
erate machines," Mrs. Hanson said. An

School libraries more than just books 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


To some people a library means a stack 


of dusty books, straight-back chairs that 
scrape across the floor and a librarian 
who always frowns. 


But today that's Just a stereotype. You 


won't find many libraries like thot in 
schools 
in the 
Northwest 
suburbs. 


They've been transformed by some of 
the new trends In education which have 
filtered through school after school over 
the last decade. What used to be the 
school library is now called the learning 
resource center, or, in some districts, the 
Instructional materials center. 


The resource center hardly resmbles 


the library of a generation ago. It still 
contains books, but that's only part of 


the story. Phonographs, closed-circuit 
television, tape recorders, film-strips and 
"media kits" share a place with the card 
catalog. 


THE FAMILIAR sign proclaiming "Si- 


lence" won't be found in the resource 
center. It is not a place where children 
come in once a week to check out a book. 
The resource center is a hub of activity 
in a typical school. Students come and go 
every day and no one seems to mind if 
they whisper to each other or suddenly 
cry out when listening to a tape cascttc. 


The stern librarian sitting behind her 


desk Is just a ghost of the past. Today a 
r e s o u r c e center director constantly 
works with children, answering ques- 
tions, helping them find materials, teach- 


ing them to use the machines and help- 
ing them with class projects Many of 
them arc certified teachers and they 
work along with classroom teachers, 
scheduling assignments for the children 


"The idea is an open concept," said 


Joyce Hanson, learning resource center 
teacher at Central Road School in Roll- 
Ing Meadows. 


Most schools today use an individ- 


ualized instruction method in the class- 
room, a system that Is programmed to 
the abilities of each child. In the class- 
room students work alone or in groups 
with students of their ability and the 
teacher assigns lessons and projects to 
fit each group. 


When the neat rows of desks lost their 


place in the classroom it became obvious 
to many educators that the school library 
no longer fit the new pattern. Today the 
resource center is an extension of the 
classroom. Students working on assign- 
ments or projects can come to the center 
where they use the varied materials. 


THE CHILDREN at Central Road 


School find the materials and use the 
machines often without help. "We havt 
underestimated the ability of kids to op- 
crate machines," Mrs. Hanson said. An 
elementary school child can learn to use 
a tape recorder or film strip reader as 
quickly — sometimes more quickly — 
than an adult, she said.

Not just books 


School libraries are true learning-resource 


centers, complete ivilh records, tapes and films

To some people a library means a stack 


of dusty books, straight-back chairs that 
scrape across the floor and a librarian 
who always frowns. 


But today that's just a stereotype. You 


won't find many libraries like that in 
schools in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


They've been transformed by some of 
tho now trends In education which have 
filtered through school after school over 
tho last decade. What used to be the 
school library Is now called the learning 
resource center, or, In some districts, the 
Instructional materials center. 


The resource center hardly rcsmblcs 


the library of a generation ago. It still 
contains books, but that's only part of 
tho story. Phonographs, closed-circuit 
television, tape recorders, film strips and 
"media kits" share a place with tho card 
catalog. 


THE FAMIMAH sign proclaiming "Sl- 


lonco" won't be found In the resource 
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center. It Is not a place where children 
come in once a week to check out a book. 
The resource center is a hub of activity 
in a typical school. Students come and go 
every tiny and no one seems to mind If 
they whisper to each other or suddenly 
cry out when listening to a tape cascttc. 


The stern librarian sitting behind her 


desk is just a ghost of the past. Today a 
r e s o u r c e center director constantly 
works with children, answering ques- 
tions, helping them find materials, teach- 
ing them to use the machines and help- 
ing them with class projects. Many of 
them arc certified teachers and they 
work along with classroom teachers, 
scheduling assignments for the children. 


"The Idea is an open concept," said 


Joyce Hanson, learning resource center 
teacher nt Central Road School in Roll- 
Ing Meadows. 


Most schools today use an Individ- 


ualized Instruction method In the class- 
room, a system that is programmed to 
the abilities of each child. In the class- 
room students work alone or in groups 
with students of their ability and the 
teacher assigns lessons and projects to 
fit each group. 


When the neat rows of desks lost their 


place in the classroom It became obvious 
to many educators that the school library 
no longer fit the now pattern. Today the 
resource center is an extension of the 
classroom. Students working on assign- 
ments or projects con come to the center 
where they use tho varied materials. 


THE CHILDREN at Central Road 


School find tho materials and use tho 
machines often without help. "We have 
underestimated tho ability of kids to op- 
erate machines," Mrs. Hanson said. An 
elementary school child can learn to use 
a tape recorder or film strip reader as 
quickly — sometimes more quickly — 
than an adult, she said. 


The resource centers in Palatine-Roll- 


ing Meadows DlsL 15 were recently hon- 


ored in national competition. This year 
Dlst. 15 was one of eight finalists in com- 
petition sponsored by the American Li- 
brary Assoc. and It was the only district 
in Illinois that made the finals. 


THE RESOURCE center at Central 


Road School is set up so it con be used 
easily by the children. All the materials 
carry a color code. "I'm not totally Ig- 
noring the Dcwey Decimal System," 
Mrs. Hanson, said, but the colors make 
it easier for younger children to find ma- 
terials. All the materials that deal with 
language arts are coded red, math is 
green, science is orange, fine arts is red 
and social studies is yellow. 


The reading center takes up one area 


of tho resource center. Students in kin- 
dergarten, first or second grades con 
walk into the reading area, pick out a 
book and sprawl on the carpet to page 
through a Dr. Seuss book or "Winnie the 
Pooh." 


THE SCHOOL LIBRARY will never be the same. It's now 
called a learning resource center and this one at 
Cen- 


tral Road School in Rolling Meadows contains not only 


books 
but 
videotape 
machines, 
phonographs, tap* 


recorders, slides and film strips which the children M» 
lect and operate almost entirely on their own.

Murnano told residents gathered at a 


public hearing about the plant that Crano 
would ask the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency to answer questions 
raised by Ward and others nt the hear- 
ing. He said In deference to other local 


communities concerned about flooding 
the Congressman would not oppose the 
entire tunnel and plant project at this 
time. 
Rcgncr said he would deliver the petition 
to Scott at a personal meeting next week.

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Book referendum passes, 2 others lose out 


Voters of Arlington Heights were will- 


Ing to spend money on library books (or 
the Arlington Heights Memorial Library 
Tuesday, but thoy refused to give the li- 
brary permission to expand Its building 
to accommodate the new books. 


In unofficial returns Tuesday night, the 


library's proposal to sell $720,000 In gen- 
eral obligation bonds for books was win- 
ning 2,000 to 2,317 with 21 of 35 precincts 
reporting. 


At the same time however, a $2.86 mil- 


lion bond issue which would have allowed 
the library board to expand the present 
library building was going down to de- 
feat 2,439 to 2,978. Also apparently de- 
feated was a proposal to allow the li- 
brary to Increase its tax levy from 23 
cents to 40 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation, by a vote of 2,314 to 3,012. 


Library Board Pres. Richard Frisbic 


said he was disappointed in the results. 
"We can't sell book bonds if we don't 
have space for the books," he said. "The 


board will have to study the returns 
carefully and try to interpret them. Vot- 
ers didn't understand the problem." 


FRISBIE SAID he can understand why 


the book bonds would pass while the rest 
of the referendum Issues failed, "The 
community obviously has a high level of 
demand for the library," he said. "You 
can understand the need the library has 
for books which makes the book bonds 
attractive. If the other questions fall, wo 


weren't successful in explaining the com- 
plete story, which is a complicated one." 


Executive Librarian Frank Dempsey 


attributed the failure of the referendum 
issues to the general state of the econo- 
my. He said the defeats would not spell 
immediate disaster for the library. 
"We're not in a dire emergency," he 
said. "The whole point of the referendum 
was to avoid brinksmanship." 


"We won't go Into great gloom. We 


have a very good library," he said. 


Library officials had said they needed 


the $720,000 book bond issue to bring the 
library up to Illinois Library Assn. book 
standards. The building expansion would 
have allowed the library to build an addi- 
tion, including a 500-seat theater-audito- 
rium, south of the present building on 
land now owned by the village. 


THE TAX-RATE Increase would have 


been phased in over several years, with 
the cost to taxpayers going up in 1976 
and 1977 but dropping in 1978. 


Dempsey said he believes voters 


thought the whole Lax-rqte increase 
would be put on at once. "People prob- 
ably thought we'd go to 40 cents (per 
$100 assessed valuation) right away and 
the wording of the proposition on the bal- 
lot leads you to believe this." 


Both Dempsey and Frisbie praised the 


Friends of the Library, the volunteer or- 
ganization which campaigned on behalf 
of the referendum.

In the home precinct 
of Trustee Alice Harms, who staunchly 
supported Griffin, Ryan lost by only 44 
votes. 


Ryan, who ran as an independent can- 


didate, was aided in the campaign by 
several prominent village 
Republican 


leaders who were on hand Tuesday night 
to hear their candidate proclaim victory. 


State Representatives Virginia Mac- 


donald and Eugene F. Schllckman, 
R-Arlington Heights, former village pres- 
ident John G. Woods, former Wheeling 
Township 
Republican 
Committeeman 


Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township As- 
sessor Marshall Theroux and Trustee 
Frank Palmatier all applauded the Ryan 
victory. 


"When we are sworn in next month the 


challenge will just begin," Ryan told his 
supporters. 


Ryan made only one reference to his 


Caucus opponent and what he regards as 
an organized newspaper letter-writing 
campaign that was waged against him. 


"Some of the letters to the editor hurt 


pretty much when you've spent eight 
years of your life In community service. 
But I think we can honestly say that wo 
never deviated from the issues." 


In assessing the Caucus defeat, Griffin 


said he feared many people were voting 
against the Caucus for what he said were 
"the wrong reasons." 


"People are voting against us because 


they thought we represent the village ad- 
ministration of the past 16 years. I don't 
think that was enough to change my 
campaign, but it was a factor in the can- 
didates for trustee." He conceded that 
Ryan had run "an excellent campaign." 


As for his own future, Griffin said ho 


planned to "just do my job and continue 
to be a good trustee."
